Detaila of the Affuir—The
Action of the Corps
Legislatif,

The Interview -The Khooting of Vietar Nelr.

The Liberte, of Parin, editad by M. Emile
de Girardin, January 12, containg the follow-
ing detailn of the shooting of M. Victor Noir
by Prince Piorre Bonaparte: —

On learning the report of the affray one of
the stafl immediately set out for the office of
the Marsedladse, and there found the follow-
ing despatoh:—

“AmTEUN, 8P, M.—Dreadful attack—My witness,
Vietor Noir, killed by & pistol shot by Plerre Bona-
parte, e has just expired, Pascal Grovssxr,”

We immediately left for Autenil, presing by
the Corps Legislatif, 'The nession was over,
but the hall was crowded. The report had
been gpread, but no one would believe it,
nevertheless it was remarked that M. Roche-
fort procipitately left the Palais Bourbon and
enlered a carringe in company with M. Gas-
tave Flourens., FPrince Pierre Ronaparta
lives in No. /9 Rue Auntenil. A crowd had
assembled before the house, and a guard of
some ten gendarmes were stationed before it.
M. Noir had strength enongh to descend thé
stairs, and was carried to a pharmaecy, whera
he immediately expired. The ball had pene-
trated the heart.

While MM. Vietor Noir and Ulric de Fou-
vielle waited upon the Prince, MM. Paul
Grongset and George Santon awaited the
issue of the interview below in the satreet,
On leaving the house M, Noir fell a few steps
from where his friends were standing, and
cropt a few yards on his knees.

Immediately afterwards, M. de Fouvielle
rushed out, calling ““Murder !” Beeing that
the police, who had no orders to arrest the
Prince, were satisfied with keeping him in
might, we returned to Paris, whera the fur-
ther particulars were gathered from M. de
Fouvielle in person.

His statement runs as follows: —

January 10, at one o'clock, M. Victor Noir
and himself went to Prince Pierre Bona-
parte's house, in order to demand satisfaction
respeeting cortain articles published by him

ainst M. Paseal Grousset in the Avenir

la Corge, Our cards were handed to two
wervants who were at the door. We were
then ushered into a small parlor, and ulti-
mately into a drawing room. M. Pierre Bo-
naparte entored, when the following words
were exchanged:-

“Bir, wo call on the part of M, Paschal
Grousset, in order to remit you n letter.”

‘'S80 you do not come from M. Rochefort,
sud you are none of his tools ¥

“Sir, we call on other business, and I beg
to call your attention to this letter.”

The letter was then handed to the Prince,
who retired to a window in order to peruse
it. After reading it he crnmpled it in his
band and returned towards his visitors,

“‘I provoked M. Rochefort,” he said, *‘be-
eanse he is the standard bearer of the rabble,
As to M. Grousset, 1 have nothing to reply to
bim. Are you the representative of that car-
rion (charogne) 2"

*8ir," replied M. de Fouvielle, ‘‘we come
loyally and conrteously to fulfil the mission
«ntrusted to us by our friend.”

*‘Are you the bondsmen of that miserable?”

Victor Noir then replied, ‘‘We are the
bondsmen of onr friends.”

Then advancing suddenly and withont fur-
ther provoeation, Prince ﬁumparta slapped

oir in the face, and at the same time
drew a ten-barrelled revolver, which he had
hidden in his pocket, and fired point blank at
M. Noir. Noir sprung up, pressed his two
bands to his breast, and rushed to the door
where he had antered. Then the Prince made
towarda M. de Fouvielle and fired another
shot, M. de Fouvielle then drew a pistol
from his pocket, but he counld not got it out
of the case. The Prince advanced, bnt when
he saw the pistol he drew back, and, placing
himself in the doorway, took deliberate aim,
Then M. de Fouvielle opened a door that
he felt behind him and fled, erying ““Murder!”
While running a second shot was fired at him,
which went through his coat.

THE PRINCE'S ACCOUNT.

The version of the Prince differs from the
aboye merely in the fact that his arm was
raised in o menacing manner after being pro-
voked by the language used by M. Victor
Noir, who also slapped him first in the face.
As he always carried a small revolver in his
pocket, he instinetively drew il out and fired.

The Prince's hasty temper was well known,
and on the morning previous to the visit
made to his house, Noir's brother had
warned the latter of the consequences that
might befall him. He did not dream of such
extrame measures being taken, but he thought
that the Prince might have ordered his ser-
vanis to turn thew out.

THE BCENE OF THE ATTACK,

The following is & description of the room
where the fatal ocourrence took place: —

About twenty steps are ascended and the
visitor finds himself in the fencing gallery, a
sort of ante-chamber to the oon, This
spartment, the walls of which are bare, has
only one point worthy of note—namely, the
chimnoy plece at the end, whore there is a
rather curions collection of swords, daggers,
and firearms.  There are specimens of them
from every counlry, from the matchlock of
the Chinese to the sspingole of Castille; from
tho primitive argqunebuse of the Huguenots to
the American rille. Thero are also the most
vecent models, and lastly, the ordinary fowl-
ing piece. The Prince i a great mmateur of
weapons, and & new one is rarely produced
without his receiving a visit from the inven-
tor. Thus it is almoest impossible for & visitor
to sit down and lean against a piece of furni-
tnre without displacing an arm of some sort.

THE PRINCE IN PRISON,

Prince Pierre Honaparte, now delained at
the Coneicrgorie, hus the faeunlty, so far at
lenst, of receiving his family and friends,
and owing to the kindness of the direstor the
visitors find no dificulty at all in oblaining
necesd Lo the prisoner.

He then prooceaded
to the palace, and aflter stating to his Majesty
the gravity of thewituation in which Prinoe
Piorre was placed, wonounced that he had
directed the imwedinte commencement of the
judicial examination. *I approve,” said the
Emperor, . **of all that you have done, No
member of my family is above the law, and
justice must pursneits conrso with the greatest
poesible publicity.”
THE COURT OF TRIAL.

The following particulars concerning the
High Court of Justice will be found interest-
ing:—

{inhlm:tml by the two constitutions of 1848
and 18562, this jurisdiction was organized by
6 senatus conswltiem of the 10th July, 18562,
which, by maintaining the attributions estab.-
lished by article fifty-four of the constitution
of that year, regulated the composition of
the court snd the mode of proceading Lo be
followed. The same rules are at present in
vigor, and the principal of them are as fol-
lows:—The High Court judges withont ap-
peal all persons sent before it charged with
erimes, oulrages, or plots against the Empe-
ror and against the safety of the State at
home or abrosd. It ean only be sum-
moned by a decree of the Emperor. Itis
composed—first, of a Chamber of Accusa-
tions and of o Judgment Chamber, formed
of judges taken from those of the Court
of Cassation; second, of a High Juary, taken
from among the members of the Connoils
General in the departments, Iach Chamber
i5 composed of five judges and two substi-
tutes, all of whom are appointed every yoar
by the Emperor during the first fortnight of
November. The imperial decree assembling
the High Conrt designates, among the judgos
of each Chamber, the one who is to preside,
The Procureur-Gienerzl to the High Courl
and the publie proseontor are reappointed for
each affair by the samo decres. In case of
the High Court being convoked the presi-
dent of each Chamber names a clerk, who
takes an oath. The jury chosen by lot from
among the members of the Councils Gene-

rals  consisis  of  thirty-six membera
and four additional. When an affair has
been submitted to the High Court by a decree

of the Emperor, the Chamber of Accusation
at once commences its functions and oon-
duets the investigation, or charges some judge
or officer of the judicial police with the in.
quiry Ite jurisdiction extends over the
whole terrilory of the Empire, and its pro-
cadure is governed by the Code d'Instruction
Criminellse. No Councillor-General of less
than two years' standing ean form part of the
jury, any mewber of whieh absent withont
valid cause may be condemned to a fine of
from 1000 to 10,0G0f., and deprivation of his
political rights for a period of from one to
tive yoars, I'he aceused and the public pro-
secutor may challonge members of the jury,
A verdict of guilly or the admission of ox-
tennating cireumstances must be given by a
majority, comprising more than twenty votes.
The punishment is pronounced in conformity
with the provisions of the penal code. Snch
is the legislation of the High Court of Justice.

The President—M. Rochefort, 1 call you to
order.

I replied that the Minister of
Justice wan bound by the formal textof a
SBonatus Consultum, and that his doty was to
apply the law, although he might subsequently
conmider whether the legislation did not re.
